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PRELIMINARY AMENDMENT 
Please amend the above identified application as follows: 


3. (Amended) The fully vulcanized powdery silicone rubber according 

to claim 1, characterized in that the fully vulcanized powdery silicone rubber has a gel 
content of at least 60% by weight, preferably at least 75% by weight. 
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
